a. In claim 1 , line 21 , "the latter can move" has been changed to -the fine 
positioning stage can move-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3-1 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1 and 15, the prior arts of record taken alone or in combination with 
any other references fail to teach or suggest the claimed device where the fine 
positioning stage can move and be fixed in a given position by means of pairs of 
nanometer range positioning elements, one pair of the nanometer range positioning 
elements on each one of the four sides of the rigidly fixed rectangular frame 
similarly as claimed in claim 15 a plurality of pairs of nanometer range positioning 
elements coupled to respective ones of the four contiguous walls of the frame 
such that the fine positioning stage can move and be fixed in a given position by 
said plurality of pairs of nanometer range positioning elements. The closest 
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reference of record Hazelton et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,437,463) does disclose three pairs 
of positioning units but does not disclose them coupled to a rectangular frame or 4 
contiguous walls but shows in figure 3 the positioning elements coupled to a circular fine 
positioning stage, for further detail with respect the advantages and differences of 
applicants nanometer range positioning elements with respect to the current pending 
claims see arguments filled 03/24/2009.
